While I*Itt, the grandfather of Lord 
Chatham, was governor of Fort St. 
George In 1<W he became acquainted 
with a Jewel merchant named Jam- 
chund. who brought a diamond of great 
size for *a!e. He nsked £30,000 for It In 
ihe rough. It should, of course, have 
been l»ongbt on behalf of the company, 
but Fttt. seeing money In It, could not 
resist (he temptation of making s prl 
vate bargain. He became the possessor 
of the stone for the suui of £20,400. snd 
he was quite satisfied that be had be¬ 
haved honorably when he paid tbe 
man. who on his part was also conteht 
But the diamond was known to la* 
worth more than Jamcbnnd had receiv¬ 
ed, aud the transaction gave rise to a 
good deal of gossip, which In no way 
decreased when later on Pitt had the 
stone cut In England and sold It to the 
regent of France for £135.000. Even 
that enormous sum did not represent 
Its true value. The stone was set In tbe 
royal crown of France, and It la valued 
lu the present day close upon half a 
million sterling. It weighed 410 carats 
in the rough, but tbe cutting reduced U 
to 130 carats.—Mrs. Penney's “Fort 8t 
George, Madras."

On the 15th day uf June. 1826. the 
whole corps of the janizarie* in tba 
capital assembled, overturned tbeir 
camp kettles (the signal of revolt) and 
advanced upon tbs seraglio. With bis 
own haml the snitan unfnrled the 
warred "sanjak *berif" and called npon 
the true twdievcrs to rally round their 
dieebah an*! caliph, and the zealous 
Mussulman citizens rasped from all 
qnart*T* and rallied under the tarred 
symbol The ranks of the janizaries 
were raked with grape and solid shot 
by "Black Hell" (a nickname for Ibra¬ 
him. general of artillery) and his gun 
ner* as they preseed through the street*, 
compelling them to fall hack to tbe 
Etmeidan. where they defended them 
selves with extraordinary fierceness, 
•laying great number* of their aaaail 
ants The artillery, snpported by the 
marines and the bnet*ngi. pressed for 
wan! and compelled them to retreat to 
their barracks, where they offered dee 
per ate resistance to tbe awsanlt 

From every street cannon thundered 
on the walls without intermission, the 
building was soon in flumes, tbe walls 
torn and lettered down by gTapeshot 
and tbe janizaries, overwhelmed by 
ruins, shot and flames, perished in tbeir 
burning and blood stained barracks 
Fur two day* the gates of the city re 
mained closed, and with relentless vigor 
every corner waa searched foe anch 
jaaisariea~ as had escaped tbe general 
massacre, and when fonnd they were 
hastily executed. Nearly 20.000 jani 
tarie* were destroyed on this memora¬ 
ble day. and many thousands were aft 
erward put to death in tl*e various 
cities of tbe empire, and thus not one 
of tba number under arm* waa left to
